| H E wonderful Eruptions of this Burning Mount ain | 
© its prodigious Vomiting ofFire, have for many A- | 
ges been the Subject, pt all Mens Admiration ; but. cer- 
tainly they never” more. juſtly challeng'd the Worlds 
Aſtoniſhment , than by. that diſmal Inundation of Fire; 
whereof here is a Relation. 4 
' This Burning Mountain is diſtant from the: City Catania-- 
nople 15 Miles 3 'tis of a wonderful height, and about 1 5 
Miles in length, and 7 in breadth; it Burns continually 
on the Top, bur it has been obfery'd for many: Apes, that 4 
once in 15 Years it caſts ont Flames of Fire more 'then 
ordinar y, with Stones, and great quantities of Aſhes, ' But $ 
inthe Year 1669 on Satwaly the r91þ. of March, itragd.__ © 
ſo furibuſly char with its moſt diſmal Inundation it threarnd 4 
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(2 » 
the Ruine of the whole Iſland. Te began not without ſome 
ſigns, for the Sun was  obſery'd on the Friday, before its 
ſetting, toappear of a pale and dead Colour, which ſtruck 
great Terrour to the Inhabigarits, Botio the'Night there 
happen'd rei lead ugulaky arth-quake, which thook not 
only-the City -but all the Cotintry, fo violently that the 
People were forced to-abandon, theit houles; and fly into 
the open Fields to avoid the danger which threatned them 
from the fallikg of cheir Houſes. 't contiri'd fo'fohg and 
with ſuch violence, that ſhook down a whole Village called 
Nicoloſi, whilft the poor people ſtood with Griefand Aſton- 
iſhment, beholding fromafarthe,cuine of allthey bad : bur 
obſerving the Earth to open urthany places, their Terrour 
carried them to the City Catania, which -was.not uſed fo 
roughly by che Earth-quake, where they entered fo affright- | 
ed: that they were wholy Infcalible, {-what they did. 
This 'dreadfu] Earth-quake was fill ;BY Terrible 
Eruptions, "much about the ſame'rime,. and a little. diſtance 
from one another. They were obſerv'd to be of : the ſide 
of the Monntain Gebello, from whence with a terrible Noiſe 


 it-threw up its Flames with wonderful fury: and- violence as 


high as any 'Steeple in His Majeſties Kingdoms, its Noiſe 


not-Roaring (as before). inward and from the Belly of the 
Mountain, but violently cracking like Peals of: Thunder,from 
; he'fide of it throwing out vaſt Stones, ſome of them 3oo. 
Ws oound weight, which being as it were Shot; through : 
the Air , fell ſeveral Miles diſtant from the place, 
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whilſt the whole Air. was: f1d ek Smoak,. Burning Sin © 
ders, and Aſhes, which fell like a Fiery Rain "upon. the 
Country. }TTOTEY; 

 -Inthe mean time a vaſt Tarr of melied wit burning 
Matter iflu'd from the ſide ot this prodigious Monntain, and 
running down the, Mountain Monpileri , divided- it [elf mto 
two. ſtreams, the greateſt of which took its, courſe rowargs 
the Towns of Monpileri, and Falicchi, which in tew hours 
ituttedly.deſtroy'd, leaving-not ſo: much as the leſt remaind- 
er of $4 9H B-ſ Io lJefſer Villages and Farms-which ſtood 
in its way. Quickly after it over-flowed the Fields tor above 
ſix miles in compaſs, -like a Fiery Flood ; It was of the 
Colour 'of melted and burying Glaſs, ine as it cool'd, be- 
came hard and rocky , leaving 1a its paſſage ſeveral Hills 
of that Matter behind it. 

The poor People were in {uch a Coniternation, that 
they. expected nothing leſs than a general Conflagration; 
for at the ſame time Monnt Gebellorag'd from its Top with 
dreadful Flames, and ſuch violent Roarings, that it was 
not eaſe to. be determin'd, which caus'd the greateſt Ter- 
rour, that, or the Concullions of the Earth which yet 
continu'd. - 

- Theſe Currents of Fire kept on ite courſe ſtill, fo 
that by Thurſday March the ks It had over-run Campo ; 
Rotundo, St. Pictre, and Maſterbianco, with La Potelli, and - Þ 
St. Antonio ; Ruiaing' all'they mett with in their way, # 


notwithſtanding the Rain which fell in abundance thac 2 1

L day; for the Water was obſervd rather to add{jto the 
Ii wy of this Fire, rhen to-any ways diminiſh it. 
« In the time of theſe diſmal affrights, whilft the People 
"were Aſtoniſh'd by their'Fears, a great number of Rob- 
| | hers tookan occafion from this general diſtration to make 
E a: Prey of the already deſtr{sd People; which they found 
 cgſfic to be done, and had already Murthered ſeveral of 
them for-their Goods.: till Conſultation being had, leaſt 
Catania. it ſclf ſhould.be in danger from their great Num- 
bers, orders were taken to quell: them. The Governour 
of the Town was ordered to-ſend out Parties with his Pro« 
voſt- Marſhal, with command to Seize on all ſuſpeCted Per- 
ſons, and to Execute them according' to Marihal-Law, 
without: any farther Tryal, thoſe who where taken in the 
Fat. Inorder to this three pair of Gallows were Ere&ed, 
one before the Gare Di Acz, a fecond in the Market-place, 
and the third before the Gate - Della Decima; ſtrong 
Guards being ſet every where. The poor People of the 
Country being by theſe Calamities ſtript of all their Eſtates, 
Ran with general Lamentations to the City Catania; which 
indeed was open'd to receive them, and orders taken to 
fupply them with Neceſlities ( ſupplies of Proviſion being 
; allo ſent from 'Meſſina to their afliſtance) till their Calam- 
- ities. would give them leave to conſider of their better 
hn 
oe this time all the Element ſonn d to make War up- 
hem mM Together , for the Air was contimually darken'd

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with Clouds and Smoak , nſoruch that the Sun ſcarce ks 


appear'd all the time of theſe Eruptions, and if at any 


time, with extraordinary paleneſs to the great Terrour of |} 
of the People. The Sea ran higher than it was wont, T| 


over-flowing with extraordinary- covering its Banks, in 


many places. The Land every where infected with Thieves, 


ſo that no one could ſtir abroad without danger of Deathy 
Till by the great care of the Magiſtrates they were quell'd: 
whilſt the Fire by its prodigious over-flowing threatn'd to 
_ take peſlion of all. 


! Theſe fatal Calamities continued till the 30th. of March, 


when they began. to have ſome hopes , that the vio- 


lence of it had been over, the Moxntan not throwing 


out its Flames with that Fury as before, and its Noiſe - 
and Roaring in grear meaſure ceaſing. . Thoſe who at - 


_ the neareſt diſtance view'd the Mountain , informed , that 


the Top was fallen.in, and that it was ſuppos d to want 


near a Mile of its former Height ; that the. largeſt of - 


thoſe Mouths which Vomit thoſe Fiery Streams, - was a- -
